I ndifference, ignorance and carelessness, 
are the malevolent forces which result 
in forest fires and only a thorough 
education of the public to the great 
need of forest preservation can eradicate 
these evils. Until the general publi^ 
understands the full significance of thfc j 
loss occasioned through forest fireswh- \ 
necessary destruction of thousands o>;„ 
acres of fine timber will continue. The. 
menace to the financial health of Canada 
through forest fires has not been fully 
appreciated by the vast majority of the 
people. And Canadians especially 
should be vitally concerned in the wel¬ 
fare of their forests. - •’ 

The various phases of the lumber 
industry in Canada represent an invested 
capital of approximately five hundred 
million dollars. The associated indus¬ 
tries give employment $6 thousands of 
men the year througlm Further, out 
of every five dollars the* lumber indus¬ 
tries pay back to the country more than 
four dollars for the wood, the labor and 
the taxes involved in the enterprises. 

In the province of Ontario . alone, 
about 20,000 men are employed in the 
bush while 10,000 are employed in pulp 
and paper mills. The capital invested 
in these industries in Ontario is esti¬ 
mated at about $175,000,000. The orga¬ 
nizations employed by the Ontario 
provincial government for forest fire 
protection cost $3,000 a day. Yet with 
all this forest fires consume twelve times 
the amount of lumber which is the life 
of these huge Canadian industries. In 
the province of Quebec the value of the 
lumber cut, including pulpwood, exceeds 
$40,000,000 annually.

The destruction of a wooded area means 
just so much less of a natural heritage 
for the generations tb come. During 
Forest week the object is to impress this 
important fact on the public. 

The Canadian Pacific Railway has been 
doing all in its power to prevent fires by 
maintaining fire fighting apparatus of the 
most up-to-date pattern. In order to^eli- 
minatethe possibility of fires being started 
by passing trains, locomotives' on the 
Canadian Pacific Railway lines are exa¬ 
mined at the end of each trip and great 


care is taken to see that ash pans and 
front ends are in perfect condition. 
Each spring the right of way is cleared 
with care of all scrap and inflammable 
material. 

Notices dealing with fire prevention 
and protection, issued by the C.P.R., the 
dominion and provincial government.-? 
and by various fire prevention organiza¬ 
tions are posted in all stations and other 
buildings where they will be effective. 

The mechanical equipment maintained 
by the Company for fire fighting coi.si 1 1 
of a number of tank car units and hose, 
kept ready for immediate operation at 
convenient points. Each unit consists 
of two tank cars each of 7,000 gallon 
capacity, equipped with powerful jmni, ; 
and about one mile of hose. 

The fire-fighting forces maintained by 
the Canadian Pacific Railway co-opera'e 
to the fullest extent with the provincial 
forces and the other fire-pie .■i 
organizations, and do everything possible 
to assist in the fighting of fires which ;..v 
at all adjacent to their territories.

IMPROVING THE SUNFLOWER 


Th e favour into which the sun- 
flower has gtfofwn in recent years 
as a forage plant has led to con¬ 
sideration at the Central Experi¬ 
mental Farm at Ottawa if its im¬ 
provement. This effort so far has 
been largely confined to inbreed¬ 
ing. In general the results (of the 
inbreeding sayts Mr. R. I. Hamil¬ 
ton, of the Forage Crop Division 
in describing the wiotrk that is in 
profeyss, appro ximatec the find¬ 
ings in corn. The first three years 
showed a marked increase in the 
uniformity* of the strains con¬ 
cerned, and at the same time a 
reduction in size of the plants. 
But, unlike the inbred strains of 
corn, a number (of the sunflower 
strains, while becoming extremely 
uniform! ,dSd not lose any of 
their former vigour. Soimie of the 
tallest, leafiest and highest yield¬ 
ing rows are strains that have 
been un)d(er test foir five years. 
Theoretically 1 , says Mr. Hamilton/ 
it would b e possible to combine 
into an inbred strain more desir¬ 
able growth factors than are poss¬ 
essed by the average of an open 
fertilized population. This poss¬ 
ibility appears to be substantial-1 


ed, adds the writer, by findings 
with inbred sunflower strains. 
'The encouraging results secured 
with corn are being paralleled 
and the future (of the work is 
most promising;. 

RAISING DAIRY CALVES 

(Experimental Farms Note) 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Lactolin.be, the dairy 
halves are taken from the dam 
the first day and piail-fed whole 
milk for the first jm'onth begin¬ 
ning' at the rate of from eight to 
twelve pounds per day depending 
on the size and strength of the 
calf the amount fed being divided 
into two feeds. At the beginning 
of the second month a change is 
gradually' made tot skim-milk, 
and at the end of the fifth week 
skim-milk alone is fed at the rate 
of fifteen pounds per day, grad¬ 
ually increasing to twenty pounds 
the maximum, at six month of 
age. Whole oats or loiat chop 
chop should be fed as soon as 
the calf is drinking properly be¬ 
ginning Ibly dropping a handful in 
the pail just as th e calf finishes 
the milk, thus teaching the calf to 
eat readily.

T here Is a fascination to fishing new waters hardly 
equalled by the number of fish which are taken. 
Because every stream and lake has its peculiarities, 
a certain amount of study of local conditions is nec¬ 
essary. Successful fly and bait casting is study, es¬ 
pecially when applied to bass and trout fishing. The 
man who devotes most time to studying a new lake 
or stream comes back home not only with fish but a 
perpetual mental picture of the resort he visited in 
the summer. 

If everywhere the bait or fly caster went he took 
fish just as he pleased then the real spice of the visit 
to the waters would be lost. Nobody appreciates any¬ 
thing in this world which is easily obtained. The real 
creed of sportsmanship is solving new countries, new 
•waters and deriving most pleasure from the unex¬ 
pected. Streams and lakes are living things and 
deport themselves accordingly. They may be full of 
ah kinds of game fish and yet yield us nothing until 
we bow to local conditions and agree that they need 
sensible study. ( 

The first musky I ever took on a fly rod was near 
Pine Camp rapids on French River in Ontario, the 
people vowed it could not be done. There were long 
trials before I succeeded and yet a little study brought 
some facts to my knowledge. Late in the evening 
I found that some of these big boys had a penchant 
for dropping over the little, swift fall and preying on 
the wall-eyed pike which were so abundant below. 
The very first white feather-minnow I cast after be¬ 
coming possessed of this hunch connected me with a 
aice one that gave me a merry half hour following 


up and down the rapid before victory came to my 
credit. 

In the lower Nipigon last summer where the river 
ends its course in Nipigon Bay I was singularly fas¬ 
cinated by the clear, swift water and the poor results 
I had with ordinary trout and salmon flies, then every 
once in a while I could see one of the immense red- 
spotted fish rise along the east bluffs below the 
Canadian Pacific bridge. I knew for quite a while 
that these big trout were by nature minnow feeders; 
their special favorite was the little local chap har¬ 
boring among the rocks, the cockatouche. But what 
pleasure would there be in taking one of these kingly 
brook trout with bait? Study of the river gave me 
an idea. Then for a lure I attached a quarter ounce 
snap swivel sinker to a feather-minnow made of Ply¬ 
mouth Rock rooster hackles. That is how I took my 
first five and one-half pound brook trout last summer 
in the Nipigon. 

There are bass lakes and bass lakes, bass streams 
and bass streams. This applies to the far South as 
well as the far North. Studying them carefully is 
what pays. I had to observe and study, and right off 
my solution came to me that the bait or fly fisherman 
wants to fish in the very places to which the worm 
fisherman never ventures, and wait until he sees 
bass feeding in these parts before he presents his 
artificial offerings. As far north as Maniwaki in 
Quebec to the big mouth waters in Louisiana the same 
thing prevails. Right away is elucidated the ne¬ 
cessity for studying waters, the habits of the denizens 
and everything thereabouts which will make oi mar 
the sport.

popcorn. There will also be classes 
for sheaves. In addition to cash 
prizes the Directors hope to be 
able to secure several tropihs as 
championship a w a r d s. 

A special trophy lias alreaady 
been offered the association for the 
childrens classes by F. G. Garh'utt, 
Esq., of the Garbutt Business Col¬ 
leges. There will be two classes 
for boys and girls under sixteen, 
one for yellow flints and one for! 
white flints. Boys and girls who! 
have not seed fblr planting should! 
write to the secretary at Medicine j 
Hat has a limited amount oft 
good seed and for twenty five 
cents will send sufficient to plant 
a good sized plot. 


Charles Reddock, housemover of 
Calgary, Alta., has undertaken what 
seemed to be an impossible task of 
moving sixty houses over mountain 
roads from Bankhead to Banff. In 
forty days he moved thirty-eight of 
the houses six and a half miles. 


Exports from Canada for the 
month of February were $87,512,147 
while imports were recorded at $70,- 
908,980 for the same period. For 
the twelve months ending February 
28 last, exports reached a value of 
$1,297,744,683 while imports were 
fixed at $911,107,055. 


One of the largest business trans¬ 
actions recorded in the West took 
place here on March 11th last when 
the Canadian Co-operative Wheat 
Producers mailed approximately 
190,000 cheques amounting to a 
total of $37,000,000, to members of 
the wheat pool. 


The rapid development of the fish 
oil and fish products industry on the 
Pacific coast this year may necessi¬ 
tate the fitting up of three coastwise 
vessels as tankers to carry oil from 
the reduction plants. Last year one 
vessel found this method successful. 
Fish reduction plants, it is esti¬ 
mated, will produce 10,000 tons of 
fish meal and fertilizer this year.
